President Harding Finding It 
Hard to Equal Previous 
Year’s Economy Mark.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Presi- 
dent Harding is finding it hard to 
equal the last year’s mark for econ- 
omy at the White House. Expendi- 
tures there for the current fiscal 
year will exceed those of the fiscal 
year 1920-21. 

The preliminary statement of ex- 
penditures for the eleven months 
July 1 to May 31, 1922, issued today 
by the Treasury shows a total out- 
lay of $201,996.60 for the executive 
proper. The total for the full twelve 
months last year was $210,056.79, 
but during no month this year has 
the cost of running the White House 
Expendi- 
tures at the White House during 
May topped those of April by $3,- 
407.49. It cost $19,863.72 to run 
the White House last month.

Columbus Has Gross Tonnage of 32,- 
000, 1916 Passenger Capacity and 
Will Make 20 Knots.

DANZIG, June 17.—The steamer 
Columbus, the largest vessel in Ger- 
many’s merchant fleet, was launched 
here today at the Shickau docks.

The gross tonnage of the Colum 
bus is 32,000.

It 
says: “Thus with dramatic and un- 
expected suddenness a great chap- 
ter in the story of the world’s press 
closes and another one opens.” 

For nearly a century and a half 
the Walter family has been associ- 
ated with the Times. 

Many of Lord Northcliffe’s recent 
articles have been written in a most 
rambling style, displaying extreme 
mental restlessness. There seems to 
have been a tendency on the part of 
the writer to indulge in all manner 
of trivia) detail at variance with the 
set purpose of the articles. 

Wanders Off Subject. 

For example, his article headed 
“Newspapers and Their Million- 
aires,” was mainly concerned with 
the radiophone and the question of 
printers’ wages with very little about 
the subject mentioned in the head- 
line. 

The publisher’s advertised articles 
on his trip to Germany, twv of which 
have appeared, are full of commen- 
tary devoid of serious value. He went 
into the Rhineland by a circuitous 
route, under the name of Leonard 
Brown, with only one companion. He 
sent his Rolls Royce to Switzerland 
and traveled either by horse and 
buggy or in an inconspicuous auto- 
mobile. 

Lord Northcliffe seems never to 
have recovered fully from an opera- 
tion on his throat three summers 
ago. On his recent trip around the 
world he lost 20 pounds in weight.

MANY COOL OFF WHEN 
SHIMMING POOLS OPEN 


Mullanphy, Fairground Park and 
Marquette Plunges Start Sea- 
son With Crowds. 


Hundreds of sweltering St. Louis- 
ans got an hour’s surcease from the 
heat yesterday. by the opening for 
the season of three swimming pools 
conducted by the city without admis- 
sion charge. 

It was the first day of the public 
summer vacation, A crowd 
of shouting, pushing boys awaited 
the opening of the gates at 9 a. m. 
at Mullanphy Pool, Eleventh street 
between Cass avenue and Mullanphy 


street. The descendants of a dozen 


nationalities were there, but all were 
American in their love of water 
sports. It didn’t take them long to 
prepare for the pool, once they wer¢ 
admitted to the lockers. The bathing 
sults were of all varieties, from the 


“regular’’ kind to makeshift breech- 
cloths. Men were admitted, but boys 
predominated. 

The outdoor pool in Fairground 
Park opened at 1 p. m., for men and 
women, boys and girls. Marquette 
Pool, Minnesota avenue and Gascon- 
ade street, opened at 2 p. m. for 
swimmers of both sexes and all ages. 
The eagerness for the water exhibit- 
ed at these pools was not far behind 
the small-boy eagerness at Mullan- 
phy. The indoor pool at Seventh 
and Soulard streets is open all the 
year. The summer hours of the 
pools will be as follows: 

Mullanphy, 9 a. m. to 9 p. m., 
daily, except Sundays, when it will 
close at 6 p. m., men and boys only, 
except that Wednesday and Thurs-

Louts placed in the‘ Congressional! 
Record teday’a speech attacking the 
growing tendency toward “overgov- 
ernment and official lawlessness” in 
the United states. 

Hawes’ theme was 
“Bill of Richts” embodied in the 
first 10 amendments to the Con- 
stitution. He gave a detailed analy- 
sis of the restraints on Federal pow- 
er imposed by each of these amend- 
ments—restraints which, he said, 
ought to be better understood by the 
average citizen, so that he might 
contend more effectively for “the 
check now so necessary for the 
preservation of our broader liber- 
tim." Study of the Constitution, 
Tlawes said, had been woefully neg- 
lected in recent years. 

Hawes declared that the funda- 
mental principle of Government by 
majority was being undermined in 
America by small minority groups.

“The war taught organization,” he 
said. “and now much of the = sur- 
plus energy generated during that 
period is diverted to civic organiza- 
thens and is manifesting itself in va- 
rious forms of propaganda, and spe- 
elally organized minorty interests 
are epringing up, attempting to 
force the National Government to do 
thines which were formerly left for 
the individual to do for himself. 

“Carried away by haste and an ex- 
cess of zehl, the fundamental tAinxs 
in our Constitution are assailed in 
proposed laws, and in many cases 
public officials are themselves guilty 
ef what is preperly termed ‘official 
lawlessness’ in trying to carry out 
the exte@me wishes of those or- 
ganized minority croups, 

“What we shall eat. what we 
shall wear, what we shall read. how 
@e hall work and when and how we 
shall pyar are to be controlled by 
Statute law rather than by persona! 
inclination.” 

No Hesitancy on Bill of Rights. 

Pointing ows that while there was 
some hesitancy on the part of the 
States to adopt the original (nstitu- 
tion. but none when the Bill of 
Richts was proposed, Hawes said: 

“The forefathers thought that 
even a democracy should not have 
unlimited power. We must not fail 
to remember that when we deprive 
e single individual of his rightful 
liberty. we endanger the liberti: 
all. When we override these gcuar- 
anties and revert to the old days of 
unlimited power in gevernment, we 
prepare the way for monarchy.” 

The old doctrine of tyranny, 
Hawes declared, is now adopted bs 
some State and National 
who think thér can do no wrong 

“Boon.” he continued, “we may be 
required to write another Declara- 
tien of Independence against the 
propagandist. the emotional and 
meureotic crank. and hang high for 
public contempt the Government of- 
ficial who believes ‘he can do no 
wrong and takes upon himself the 
power of the King. which our Gov- 
ernment had destroved, 

“Lecisiative Lawicsesncss.” 

“Weare confronted with what

persons during the last week or two. 
have noticed an unusually large 


‘planet glowing red in the southeast- 
‘ern skies and have wondered. It is 
the planet Mars, most familiar of 
the planets. But even those who 
| know it well have been struck by its 
\unusual brightness. The reason for 
this brightness is that Mars tomor- 
row, June 18, will be about 1,000,- 
,000 miles nearer us than it was two 
| weeks ago. There need be no cause 
for alarm. The huge sphere is not 
coming any nearer. After Monday it 
will begin to swing away from us 
again, and within the next two 


weeks will again be some 43,500,- 


000 miles from the earth, as it was 
a month ago. 

But tomorrow it will be nearer the 
earth than it has been for 10 or 12 
years. Roughly speaking, its orbit 
began to curve toward us a year 
ago, when Mars was more than 
200,000,000 miles away. By June, 
1923, it will again be that distant. 

ty Is Presented. 

As Mars and the earth pursue 
their respective orbits, the earth, 
which completes it circuit almost 
twice as quickly as Mars. catches up 
with it at intervals of slightly less 
than two years and two months. 

On every such occasion Mars and 
the earth are on the same side of 
the sun and fairly near one another, 
but the orbit of Mars comes con- 
siderably nearer to the sun on one 
side than on the other. At the pres- 
ent time Mars is in that part of its 
orbit where the earth catches up 
with it and is, therefore. consider- 
ably nearer \ us than it could be if 
it were on the opposite side of its 
orbit, 

It is easy to see that at the times 
of these close approaches to Mars 
the earth will alwars have td be in 
the same part of its own orbit, and 
this happens to be the part which 
the earth traverses in the summer. 
This is an inconvenient thing for as- 
tronomers -vho live north of the

Statistics of Mars SI 
It Resembles the Earth 


NEW YORK, June 17. 


F all the planets, Mars most 
Q)«sone: resembles our Earth 

although it is considerably 
smaller. Its diameter is 4200 
miles; that of the earth about 
8000. A day on Mars measures 
24 hours and 37 minutes. Its 
spring, summer, autumn and 
winter are practically the same 
as ours, but the Martian year is 
about twice as long—687T days— 
because its orbit is outside 
ours and it revolves around the 
Sun more slowly than does the 
earth. 

The atmopshere is thinner 
than ours, and much clearer. 
Ciqudy days are the exception. 
The air is rartfied, “thinner at 
least by half than the air on the 
summit of the Himalayas.” 
Extreme cold, far greater than 
any known to us, probably pre- 
rails. 

The greater part of Mars’ sur- 
face is reddish ochre tn color, 
and ts thought to be desert land. 
These deserts are intersected by 
long, straight lines, first seen by 
Schiaparellt in 1877, and called 
“canals.

High-brow crit- 
ics who have never seen him except in 
the act of throwing a custard pie or sit- 
ting on a hot stove have hailed him the 
greatest histrionic genius of this age and 
generation. In a recent appraisal of the 
great men of the world by ten of the al- 
leged leading critics of America, Chaplin 
received almost as many votes as Shaks- 
peare.

ago, these German-speaking Mennonites who now are 
passing through Missouri on their latest migration of 
2600 miles to the Mexican State of Chihuahua. 

It has been asserted that the Mennonites, like the 
Pilgrim Fathers, seek only the privilege of worshippihg 
God according to their own consciences. To a certain 
extent that is true, yet there is an important difference. 
The Pilgrim Fathers bore arms—big blunderbusses and 
long-bladed snickersnees—and used them both defen- 
sively and aggressively against the Indians; they be- 
Heved in civil government: they believed in fighting 
for the protection of their families and the general 
community, and upon occasion they fought with vigor 
and valor; they continued to worship God according 
to their own consciences, but also they established in 
their New World colonies a group of community gov- 
ernments which have grown into a great nation. And 
the bulwark of that nation’s liberty is the public school 
system. 

.» The Mennonites believe in nonresistance; they op- 
pose civil govermment as unchristian: they refuse to 
hold civil office, take oaths of any kind, bear arms in 
common defense; they refuse, in Canada, to send their 
children to the public schools because English is taught 
there, and they insist upon their children learning only 
the German tongue. In the recent war they were 
known as conscientious objectors, extreme pacifists. 
They simply wanted to be let alone, these bucolic re- 
ligionists who are noted for their piety, their honesty, 
their inoffensive conduct in general, their ability as 
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farmers and stock growers and their remarkable thrift. 

At first the Mennonites of Western Canada wished to 
migrate to the United States. It should be mentioned 
that there are 14 bodies of Mennonites in the world, 
each differing from all the others in certain’ creedal 
beliefs. Several of these divisions are represented in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois and other states, the mem- 
bers living, as do all Mennofites everywhere, in colo- 
nies. The Mennonites now moving to Mexico are of the 
extreme orthodox type, holding virtually the same re- 
ligious views that were held by the congregation formed 
at Zurich by Conrad Grebel nearly 400 years ago, which 
was the beginning of the sect. 

When, two or three years ago, tHe Bishops of the 
orthodox Mennonite of Canada began looking for some 
other land where the faithful could “live their own 
lives” and be let alone, real estate speculators in some 
of our Southern states began making alluring bids for 
the migrators. In Florida, Mississippi and Alabama 
tempting inducements were held out. Some of the 
Mefinonites established a colony in Aiabama, but when 
it became apparent that Mississippi was coming to be 
looked upon with favor, the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, in session at Jackson, July 12, 1920, adopted a 
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resolution declaring the Canadian religionists “unde- 
sirable’ citizens” and objecting to their settling in 
Mississippi on these grounds: . 

“First, the Mennonites refuse to allow their children 
to attend the public schools; second, they speak and 
write only the German language, which is equivalent 
to thinking in German; third, they are composed wholly 
of conscientious objectors, who refused to fight for the 
allied cause. when Canada was being bled by the World 
War.” 

The rural people of Missouri living along the line 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad preba- 
bly would look a fourth time at those Canada-to-Mexico 
caravans if they were aware that every man, woman 
and child aboard the trains is traveling “in bond.” 
Uncle Sam requires the railroad company to bond itself 
against the probability 8¢ any of the migrating Men- 
nonites setting foot upon American soil with the possi- 
bility of settling in this country. 

While it has not been hinted that the authorities at 
Washington are aware of the dictum of the Mississippi 
Democrats, the inference to be gathered from this 
bonding requirement is that the Federal Government 
objects to the colonization of the Mennonites in this 
country on the general grounds mentioned in that 
resolution. In any event, from the time the migrants 
cross the Canadian border until they reach the Mexican 
line they are “in bond” and are permitted to live their 
own lives only on board their own trains, where they 
hold regular religious services. 

Once on Mexican soil; these tireless seekers after 
religious liberty without being willing to co-operate in 
maintaining civil liberty feel more at home, though 
in a land quite different in many respects from that 
which they just have left. Climatically and govern- 
mentally, the differences are acute. It has been held 
by competent observers that Mexico's backwardness as 
a nation is due more to her lack of what in the United 
States we call the little red schoolhouse than to any- 
thing else. In Mexico the state governments have no 
objection, it appears, to the Mennonites establishing 
schools of their own, where they may teach German to 
their hearts’ content. This Germanization, how€ver, 
seems to have a limit even in Mexico, for a recent 
dispatch stated that the Mexican Government has re- 
quested Mennonite colonists in Western Chihuahua to 
change the names of several of their newly established 
villages from German to Spanish. It is pointed out that 
German names are difficult for Spanish-speaking post- 
men and other officials. 

But on the whole the Mexican Government weicomes 
the newcomers, though they have no intention of being 
citizens. A special representative of the Post-Dispatch

every facility will be granted the incoming Mennonites 
as tO easy access across the border and transporta- 
tion to the places where they are colonizing, and that 
they are to be assisted in every way possible in get- 
ting established in their’ new home. - 

President Obregon pointed out, however, that his 
Government is granting these people no special privi- 
leges. The Government assures them only the pro- 
tection provided for in the laws of the republic. No 
demands save those of obeying the law will be made 
upon the colonists. They will not be interfered with 
in any respect as to their mode of living, nor their 
creed, nor their pursuits generally. 

The Mennonite Pishops are said to have received 
official assurance before the migration that their people 
will not be subject to the draft in the event of Mexi- 
co's resort to that measure in military emergency. 

The Mennonites have bought large tracts of lant in 
Western Chihuahua and, if the earlier settlers find the 
situation encouraging, more land will be acquired. The 
price is said to be around $8 an acre. Recently a Men- 
nonite farmer who was in charge of one of the trains 


passing through Kansas City told a reporter that he 
had sold his 640 acres in Saskatchewan for $15 an 
acre, though he held it to be worth at least $100 an 
acre. These people are sacrificing their well-devel- 
oped Canadian farms to begin life anew in the re- 
gions devastated by Francisco Villa’s bandits and other 
gangs of freebooters. Villa, who by agreement with 
the Government, retired to a ranch a few years ago, 
is a measurably near neighbor of the Mennonites, who 
are settling west of Chihuahua City. He is some miles 
to the south. The Mennonites declare that they have 
no fear of Mexican outiaws or revolutionists. In Cazn- 
ada, they say, they fared better because of their nonre- 
sistance tenet than did others when Indians got on the 
warpath. They feel that nonresistance will serve to 
protect them in Mexico. 

Mexican officials are said to welcome the Mennonites 
so warmly because they believe that these skilled, 
thrifty agriculturists and stockmen will do a great deal 
in building up the farming areas where development 
has been arrested during a dozen years of revolution 
and banditry. They expect to attract to Mexico vir-

Far be it from the writer to belittle 
the fame of Lather Burbank, but it is 
proper to dispel the idea that he is pos- 
sessed of any supernormal! powers, just as 
it is proper to dispel any suggestion of 
hokus-pokus on his part. The truth about 
this really great man is much more inter- 
esting than the lies and half-truths that 
are in circulation about him. And one 
can tell the truth about Luther Burbank 
without losing his friendship. 

The movies are often spoken of as one 
of the great benefactors of mankind. But 
Luther Burbank hes done more for his 
fellow man than all the film stars in Hol- 
lywood. He has added more to the wealth 
of America than the entire picture busi- 
ness, despite the fact that it is supposed 
to rank fourth among our industries. 
However, he does not employ a press 
agent. And even when a visitor travels 
several hundred miles to see him it is 
difficult to get him to talk about him- 
self. 
It was a little after 11 o'clock on a Sun- 
day morning when the interviewer ar- 
rived in Santa Rosa—two hours north of 
San Francisco by train. A jitney carries 
one to the door of his modest home in 
less than five minutes from the station. 

For Burbank does not live on a vast 

estate, but on one of the main streets of 

the little town. His gardens across the 

street do not cover more than eight acres, 

and his greenhouse is not as large as the average con- 
servatory of amateur plant _ lovers. 

Burbank appeared at the doorway and greeted the 
visitor with a cordial handshake. His appearance sur- 
prised one who had pictured him as a much more ro- 
bust and vigorous man. And while the writer did not 
expect to see a fashion plate, the almost threadbare suit 
and ragged collar gave him something of a shock. 
Luther Burbank is 73. But although his eyes are still 
bright and he has quite an abundance of tousled white 
hair. he looks even older. And it was an evident relief 
for him to settle down in a rocker for the inevitable 
interview. 

“How did you get the cactus to grow without thorns?” 
asked the visitor, when assured he had not talked 
them off. 

“I simply experimented with the seeds until I got 
what I wanted,” he replied. “It took a number of years 
—and I don't know how many experiments. I! pro- 
duced a new and better variety of cactus—that is all. 

“And that is all I'm trying to do—to produce better 
grains, nuts, fruits and vegetables,” he went on. “I’m 
pot only striving for new forms, sizes, colors and 
flavors, but for more nutrients and less waste. My 
new wheat has just been awarded the first prize in 
Canada. It is the finest wheat in the world. I've got 
a new oat and a new barley that will add millions to 
the wealth of the country. 

“At present I'm devoting most of my time to new 
varieties of fruits and nuts,” he continued, leaving his 
chair to hand the writer a collection of colored photo- 
graphs of some of his most famous fruits. “You know, 
before I produced my plums, it was impossible to ship 
any California plums to the East—they spoiled on the 
way. I simply grew a thicker skin on them. 

“I developed some walnuts without any shells, but 
I had to grow the shells back on again, for the birds ate 
them off the trees. I want to show you one of my wal- 
nut trees—I think it is one of the finest things I’ve 

Leaving the house and crossing the street to his 
experimental farm, the first thing he pointed out was 
a huge walnut tree. ‘ 

“I grew this tree in 10 years, and it is as large as 
a 250-year-old tree. It's a cross of bleck and English 
walnuts. It’s lumber is nearly ten times as valuable as 
the ordinary walnut. Think what that means. A 
forest of them would be a fortune.” 

The plant breeder pointed out various experiments 
that were under way. 

“I don't raise anything, you see.” he explained. “This 
is nothing but an experiment station.”

A Day With Luther Burbank 


interesting. Luther Burbank is an optimistic pessi- 
mist. 

“There is as much in life to hope for as there is to 
fear,” he said to me. “Life and its origin is very clear 
to me. I have no doubts about it, nor any doubts about 
the future.” And he had a singularly saintlike expres- 
sion in his face as he talked. 

“Life is self-expression—a challenge to environment. 
It is action in certain definite directions, based on me- 
chanical or chemical change. In nature we find varied 
animate and inanimate forms of life. many of which 
have motions—some of which in the higher forms we 
call emotions. These sometimes end in action, at other 
times in thought. You can't get away from the facts 
of evolution. 

“Education and environment can never make any ap- 
preciable progress in producing a better race of human 
beings,” he continued. “Permanent results can be ob- 
tained only by the selection of the best individuals for 
continuing the race. This selection must be continued 
through a series of generations. By this means, and by 
this only, can any race of plants, animals or man be 
permanently or radically improved. 

“And that is why sex is so important. Sex is not 
a necessary attribute of living things, but it is a very 
necessary attribute if progress in the evolution of new 
forms is to occur, as they have progressed through the 
past ages and as we do not see them progressing on 
this planet.” 

It is a far cry from race betterment to the climate of 
Southern California, but as Burbank had told the vis- 
itor to ask as many questions as he wished, this query 
was presented: 

“What do you think of the climate of Southern Cali- 
fornia?” 

Burbank’s face instantly wreathed in smiles. 

“Wherever you can grow oranges, you can take it 
from me that it is no fit place for a white man to live,” 
he answered. “I have been offered every inducement 
tc locate near Los Angeles, but I would rather have a 
grave plot here at Santa Rosa than all of Southern 
California. 

“You see, I'm not a native son—so I'm not preju- 
diced,” he went on. “For climate, richness of soil, 
scenery—in fact, from every standpoint—the country 
north of San Francisco is so far superior to the south- 
ern part of the State that there is no comparison.” 

“Then why does Southern California attract so many 
people?” interposed the writer. 

“Because it is better advertised than the northern 
part of the State. Easterners don't know the beauties 
of Northern California. They all flock to the place 
they're told to go. Less than 15 per cent of our people 
do any original thinking on any subject—our army 
tests showed that. The greatest torture in the world 
for most people is to think. To make the average map 
sit down for 15 minutes and think on a given subject 
gives him more agony than a thrashing. But the peo- 
ple will awaken to the truth about Southern California 
one of these days—and there will be an exodus to the 
north.” : 

Purbank was asked if the drift of population from 
the farms to the cities was alarming. 

“Not in the least,” he replied. “Farming is na long- 
er a hit and miss affair. Crop failures can be avoided 
and modern farm machinery cuts down the number of 
men needed to raise our food. Conditions have changed. 
Fifty years ago we needed a larger proportion of agri- 
culturists than we do today. And with’ the introduc- 
tion of new machinery and especially more scientific 
methods, fewer men will be needed on our farms.”

ery of identity of the murderers 


[ILLIAM K. BIXBY, St. Louis cap 
italist, faring forth at the age of & 
in search of adventure in the jungles 
of British East Africa, crossed the 
zrim and tragic trail of a murder 
freshly done and halted his quest for 
tions, leopards and other big game 
long enough to solve it in true Sherlock Holmes fash- 
ion. with the aid of his host, Sir William Northrup 
McMillan. son of his former business partner in St. 
Louis. 

When Mr. Bixby returned recently from his visit to the 
McMillan estate at Nairobi, once a hunting ground for 
Theodore Roosevelt, this murder and its solution were 
indelibly fixed in his mind ds one of the outstanding 
impressions of a journey which took him more than 
half way round the world and which had for its other 
high lights his shooting of two lions and a leopard and 
his first view of that enchanting East Indian structure, 
the Taj Mahal. 

He is proud of his trophies of the hunt. They will 
be with him as tangible reminders of daring adven- 
ture. though not so eloquent as two other mementoes 
which he brought back—a hatchet which dropped from 
the hand of an African boy when he was done to death 
by murderers and a letter from a British Commission- 
er-General] placing the stamp of official approval on the 
deductions which he and McMillan made in what Co- 
nan Doyle in his story-writing days might have called 
“The Adventure of the Telltale Spear Butts.” 

To understand the murder and its setting it is nec- 
essary to recount some of the cumulative thrills ex- 
perienced by this St. Louis millionaire in a country 
so unlike his own that every new vista called for a 
gasp of astonishment. * 

Mr. Bixby, his wife and their son Donald, 20 years 
old, sailed from New York for England Nov. 30. After 
remaining in England four or five days they crossed 
the channel and went by rail to Marseilles, France, 
whence ther sailed for Bombay. India. After two 
crowded weeks of sightseeing in India they sailed 
from Bombay Jan. 14 for Mombasa, Africa. 

The voyage to Mombasa consumed 10 dars. From 
that point they began their journey into wonderland. 
The grades on the Uganda Railway were so steep that 
24 hours were required for the 300-mile run to Nairobi. 
In traveling the first 134 miles the road rises to an alti- 
tude of 3000 feet. After passing over a plateau it 
takes a second abrupt rise which brings it to an ele- 
vation of 5500 feet at Nairobi. 

On this journey there were other things to think 
about besides the steep gradient. Looking from the 
car windows in either direction the Bixbys could see 
game of all kinds, for the train was passing ‘through 
Africa’s greatest game preserve. Herds of giraffes 
watched the train go by. Zebras scampered about, 
gazelles of various kinds cavorted on the hillsides and 
ostriches were there in profusion. It was easy to be- 
lieve that when this railroad was built, 22 years ago. 
Man-eating lioms were the greatest peril with which 
the workers had to contend. They killed 28 Europeans 
and East Indians and severa] hundred African laborers. 

There was a still more wonderful automobile ride 
from the McMillan town house in Nairobi to his farm 
home. “Donya Sabuk,” on a mountain of the same name 
6500 feet above sea level. On this estate are forests 
peopled by wild buffalo and myriads of monkeys. Here 
Mr. Pixby made his first kill. a species of antelope, the 
impala, greatly prized as food. Here also was or- 
ganized the hunting expedition or safari. The hunters 
were McMillan and Bixby and thtir wives and mem- 
bers of an English and an Australian family. 14 in all. 
of whom six were women. 

The hunting ground was the Masai Reserve and it 
was here that Mr. Bixby made his first acquaintance 
with the Masai tribe of Africans who are of Arab 
descent and are reputed to be the richest native tribe in 
the world. 

Until recentiy only the young men im this cattie- 
raising tribe were permitted to eat meat. This was 
to make them warlike The British Government is trr- 
ing to change this custom. The older men. women 
and children of the Masai as Mr. Bixby was told, eat 
BO meat or vegetabies, but subsist solely on the milk of 
cows and the blood of oxen, which are bled period- 
ically to furnish food 

The Masai figure in the strange murder which Mr. 
Bixby helped to solve. They are in the main peaceable. 
cut despite the watchfulness of the Government the 
youbger Men sometimes go on raids and kill members 
of other tribes. their Principal enemy being the Kavi- 
rando tribe, to which belonged the boy whose wanton 
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slaying added the climactic adventure to the Bixby 
big game hunt. 

It was a bright summer morning in January. for thus 
the seasons are reversed down there, when the hunting 
party started forth. the hunters in automobiles and the 
equipment in wagons drawn by bullocks. There was 
the usual large number of native attendants. Most 
striking of these were the tall. finely formed Masai 
tribesmen, a distinguishing feature of whose equipment 
is a steel-tipped spear eight feet long and weighing 18 
pounds. No other tribesmen in the Nairobi district 
carry weapons of this kind, as the St. Louis millionaire 
had occasion to remember later in the murder affair.

Into the camp came an East Indian storekeeper from 
a settlement several miles away. He was looking for 
his helper, a Kavirando boy, whom he had sent on an 
errand to another store. When the boy left home for 
the 13-mile walk he was accompanied by a do« Three 
days had elapsed and neither boy nor dog had re- 
turned. Inquiry showed the boy had never reached the 
store to which he had been sent. 

Mr. Bixby and Sir William Northrup McMillan were 
sitting im the grateful shade of a tent. To the Knight 
of Nairobi, a seasoned big game hunter, the experiencef 


of the preceding few weeks had been no novelty, but to 
Mr. Bixby it had been a great adventure, fhouch he 
could not but reflect that the element of danger had 
but little part in it—except that one time when he 
rashly ventured forth from the “boma” at risk of 
being attacked by a wounded lion. He made a mental 
vow that he would never again take such a risk. 

Then, just outside the tent they heard an agitated 
voice: 

“I cannot hunt further. I cannot go back. There is 
blood on the hillside path and I fear a wounded 
lion.” 

It was the Hindoo storekeeper, who had returned to 
the camp. There was ground for his fear after find- 
ing that blood on the mountain path. It was known 
that on the last night of the hunt two liens were 
wounded and had got away. It was certain that. goad- 
ed by their wounds, they would attack anyone who 
crossed their line of retreat. The Hindoo felt sure le 
had seen the blood of one of these lions and he had 
returned to the camp for safety. 

The native attendants were afraid to go near the 
place where the blood was found. They knew the fury 
of a wounded lion. No other explanation for the pres- 
ence of the blood on the path suggested itself to the 
natives. 

But in the Anglo-Saxon makeup duty outweighs fear. 

“If there's anything up there that might throw light 
on the disappearance of that boy, I think we ougut to 
look into it,” said MeMillan. 

“Come on,” said Mr: Bixby, and the British Knig)t 
and the St. Louis millfnaire went out alone and up the 
mountain path, where they saw many things which had 
escaped the eye of the fear-stricken Hindoo. 

In the soft, chocolate-colored mud of the path they 
came upon four pairs of footprints—impressions of 
bare feet, and, therefore, the feet of natives. Three 
men had stood facing in the same direction. A third 
persons, whose footprigt was much smalier, had stood 
on the other side of the path, facing the three. 

Like Sherlock Holmes and Dr. Watson, they looked 
farther into the affair. 

Near the right foot track of each of the three men 
there was a round imprint in the clay, as though a 
stick had been thrust into it. 

“The three were mén of the Masai tribe,”’ said Sir 
Northrup, as McMillan is known in Nairobi. “Those 
are marks of the shafts of their spears. They hold 
them point upward and lean on them when at ease,

“That,” said Mr. Bixby. “would seem to furnish the 
first clew. It would appear that at this spot the boy 
stopped and talked with three men of the Masai tribe 
The conversation must have been outwardly friendly, 
as the men leaned at ease on their spears.” 


“Quite right,” replied Sir Northrup, “but among 
tribesmen such seeming friendshin is often the prelude 
to treachery. We shail-look farther.” 

A little higher on the path they found more foot- 
prints of the boy. They were far apart, indicating 
that he had been running. Then the footprints stopped 
abruptly, almost at the edge of the pool of blood which 
had so frightened the Hindoo storekeeper. An im- 
press in the clay showed a body had fallen there and 
had been dragged off the path into a thicket. Near 
the pool of blood lay the hatchet, or jungle ax, which 
the boy had carried. 

“That shows it WAS the boy.” said Mr. Bixby. 

“Yes,” answered Sir Northrup, “and I fear it also 
shows that at least one of the Masai spears did not 
remain grounded, though we must look farther into 
that.” : 

By this time Mr. Bixby had quite forgotten the possi- 
bility that.one or more wounded lions were in the 
neighborhood—perhaps lurking in the thick under- 
growth that skirted the path. Without hesitation he 
and Sir Northrup went into the thicket. There they 
found the boy's khaki shirt and shreds and remnants 
of other garments. 

In the back of the right side of the shirt was a large 
hole and in the front of the left side a smaller one. 

The rents in the shirt told their own story. The 
crue: Masai spear had entered the boy’s back near 
the right shoulder blade and gone through his body, 
probably piercing the-beart. 

“From what we found there we could reconstruct the 


entire scene,” said Mr:-Bixby to a Post-Dispatch Sunday 


Magazine reporter on his return to St. Louis. 

“The boy stopped to talk to three men of the Masai 
tribe, who probably gave him a friendly greeting, and 
stood chatting with him for a few minutes. As he 
turned to proceed on his errand one of the tribesmen 
stabbed him with a spear. He ran a few steps and 
fell. The tribesmen then dragged his body from the 
path into the thicket and left him there to be de- 
voured by hyenas or lions. Robbery evidently was 
not the motive. The boy's only pockets were in the 
shirt and the flaps of its pockets were buttoned when 
we found it.” 

Nothing was learned of the fate of the boy’® dog 
After Sir Northrup and Mr. Bixby returned to the 
camp it was suggested by some of the hunters that 
theft of the dog may have been the motive. 

“I think it was just a wanton crime by young men of 
the Masai tribe,” said Mr Bixby. “Sir Northrup. on 
our return to camp, wrote a letter to the British High 
Commissioner of the district. telli him of what we 
had found. After his arrival at Nairobi he received 
a letter from the Commissioner informing him that he 
sent investigators to the scene of the crime and that 
a piece of the boy's skull and part of a jawbone had 
been found and that the identity of the murderers had 
been established.” 
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EATH has set a seal upon the last striv- 

ing of Levi Wilson-Moen, one of those 

strange men who come to celebrity 

through the bafflement they impose upon 

the imagination. There were features 

of the life of this man that many guessed 

= at and none ever understood. Even the 

grateful release of death failed to open his heart and 

mouth, and he bore with him to his grave the secret 

that Had plagued Levi Wilson-Moen’s corner of cre- 
ation fer more than forty years. 

In ‘the first lustrum of the 188%’s no man possessed 
a greater notoriety than this Wilson-Moen. At the 
time fie was receiving or extorting from the late Philip 
L. Moen of Worcester, Mass.. head of the barb-wire 
trust; great sums of money, which Wilson-Moen threw 
to the winds like rain, arousing the admiration and 
the sleepless curiosity of his State and of his country. 
Men wondered everywhere who this Wilson was and 
how he came to style himself Moen and by what force 
or magic he made Philip Moen come at call, cringe at 
command and utter big checks at Wilson's mere sug- 
gestion. Hypotheses ran through many heads and 
the name of this adventurer was familiar to millions. 

But when he died the other day in a ward of the city 
hospital at Newark, N. J.. noéme was so low to do him 
reverence. He had fallen out of sight and out of 
men's recollection. For years he had lived in obscure | 
quarters or wandered about the Newark streets like the 
blind “Abdallah. sometimes with a little fresh money 
got from some strange source, more often in the grip 
of poverty and iliness. Those who had loved him in 
his pride and prime fell from him toward the end. 
Death and desertion had laid a desert about the old 
man and all his splendor and celebrity were locked 
away im ink for the melancholy office of the post-obit. 

Where and under what circumstances the life of this 
protest began probably will remain too dubious for 
any just decision. Some say that he was born of an 
honest coachman and his wife in the little town of 
Arnoldtown, Conn., and that his road of progress lay 
through. a cotton-twine mill, where he worked as a 
ehfild, through a livery stable, a roadhouse of drab re- 


' pute which he is supposed to have operated near Provi- 


dence, R. L., and then over to Uxbridge. Mass.. where 
he is said to have been wor*ing as a hostler just before 
his prosperity and fame came to first fruit. 

There can be no doubt about some of these circum- 
stances. but others are much more obscure. Even the 
date of his birth cannot be set down with any feeling 
of assurance. He gave his age at various times in his 
life and set down a date of birth that would have made 
him #0 more than 7) at death. but the hospital's record 
makes him 74. and probably that is the truth, for he 
had go further cause for misrepresentation when he lay 
down to die. Again, it is highly doubtful if he was the 
son of the coachman and his wife, but here we come 
upon one of the main phases of the mystery. 

The man then called Levi Wilson undoubtedly was 
working in the stable at Uxbridge in the first months 
of 1880, just before the mysterious and extraordinary 
began to happen to him. One morning he stepped {nto 
the Blackstone National Bank and presented a per- 
sonal check of Philip L. Moen. calling for $3000 to be 
paid to Levi Wilson. The bank knew Moen, of course, 
and was a little curious to know how the stableman 
and horse leech came by this heavy check. 

The bank telegraphed to Moen and received from him 
a telegram which immediately involved much wonder- 
ing and doubting. It said: 

“Pay any check bearing my signature that Levi Wil- 
son May present.” 

Here was only the beginning of a relationship be- 
tween the young amateur horse doctor and the older, 
immensely wealthy manufacturer. Every littl while 
“Dee” Wilson, as the man was called locally, dropped 
im With another and more substantial check. The 
money ran through his fingers lite sea sand. There 
was mo end to his extravagance and profligacy. - The 
loeal hotel did not please this newly-rich stable boy. 
so be rebuilt it and sent the bills to Moen, who paid 
‘without grumbling. 

Money for other purposes being lacking, Wilson 
would go to the best hotel in Worcester. where Moen 
lived and had his principal barb-wire factory. Wilson 
simply telephoned to Moen and said: “Come to the 
hotel and bring your checkbook.” Moen always came 
ae protest and Wilson always deposited a heavy 
chec 

There was nothing modest or parsimonious in the 


_ Telations of these men. Wilson was supplied with 


money sufficient to make a splurge. He entertained 
millionaires and celebrities of ail sorts, dabbied in poli- 
ties.-bad the Governor of Massachusetts to guest. 
Wilson drove about in the finest equipages, behind the 
fleetest horses. Finally be married the daughter of a 
prominent manufacturer, stipulating im the wedding 
contract that his bride should ask him no questions as 
to Bis paternity or the source of his money. She died, 
and Wilson began a career of fresh extravagance... 

All thesé circumstances came to the knowledge of the 
public and were subjects of much wonder and debate. 
The theory then most favored—in the years 1880 to 
SSS —was to the effect that Wilson had invented some 
“ae most important machines and methods used in 
he Tasing of barb wire, a product from which Moen 
a ais father-in-law, Ichabod Washburn, working as 
“~ “asoearn @ Moen Manufacturing Co.. were mak-

ing and had made millions. Ranches and ranges of 
the Far West and farms of the Middle West were being 
fenced with this wire. Rail fences which had been 
laid im Lincoln's day were falling to decay and 
both the new and the older parts of this great land 
were using the Washburn & Moen barb wire. Miles 
upon miles of it went out every week and virtually the 
whole rural commonwealth was, and still is, fenced 
with this product. But the idea of a connection 
between Moen and Wilson in the patent business 
was discarded, officially at least. In 1882 an at- 
torney employed by Wilson gave out a story. in 
response to public pressure. to the effect that Moen 
and Wilson were indeed interested in certain pat- 
ents, but Moen indignantly denied this in a letter 
to the press and pointed out that all the advances 
made to Wilson were from his personal means and 
not from those of the company. 

Shortly after this clash, Wilson was summoned 
to a conference at Moen’s home, where only these 
two men and Moen’s personal attorney were pres- 
ent. Two policemen were in the 
house; but at a sufficient distance 
not to intrude on the conference. 
Wilson was told that Moen would 
give up no more money, but a 
*~heck for $20,000 finally was drawn 
in Wilson's favor as a full and 
final settlement of al] claims. The 
following day he got the cash and 
went his way. 

For two years and a few months 
Moen contributed nothing more to 
the support and grandeur of “Doc” 
Wilson, nor did Wilson make any 
demands,,but in the spring of 1855 
the curious affair broke into fresh

the remaining $80,000 to be paid in settlement, $16,000 
for expenses and $17,000 in interest. a_total of $113,000, 
to which he added $37,000 for personal and in- 
convenience. : 
Now the gossip arising from this mysterious rela- 
tionship became hot and vicious. Tria! of the case was 
awaited eagerly, because it was felt that the real se- 
cret of the Wilson-Moen relationship would be re- 
vealed. But nothing of the sort happened in court. 
Both sides refused to reveal any hidden facts and the 
cause was tried on the basis of the supposed contract. 
The trial, held in December, 1885, resulted in a hung 
jury, but it brought great publicity. The Wilson-Moen 
relationship had become a matter of national curiosity 
and mystification. 
In November, 1886, the suit of Wilson against Moen 
was retried. This time Moen completely changed his 
defense. At the first trial he had answered specifical- 
ty and directly, when questioned, that there had been 
absolutely no biackmail in Wilson's demands and that 
the payments had been made as a

Moen said that the act did not involve him person- 
ally and that Wilson's details were malicious, disgrace- 
ful and utterly faise, but that he had paid rather than 
havee scandal.

HE Mark Twain burglar has reformed. 
married, settled down—and written a 
book about it all. Mrs. Ossip Gabrilo- 
witech, who was Miss Clara Clemens and 
is a daughter of the late Samuel L. Clem- 
ens, helped the Mark Twain burglar to 
reform. She financed him through the 
¥Y. M. G A. course in New York, which turned him 
out an expert automobile mechanic. 

The story of the Mark Twain burglar is told here, 
condensed and rewritten from his book, “In the Clutch 
of Circumstance,” recently published by D. Apple- 
ton &@ Co. The burglar writes anonymously—he wants 
to continue making an honest living, without having 
the ghost of his past confront him in his adopted town 
and frighten the natives into fits. 

The burglar was born in a foreign land, where he 
lived until be was 15 years old. He found himself an 
orphan at 14, destitute. A drunken uncle, his guardian, 
got him a job as roustabout in a hotel and coilected his 
wages, squandering the money for drink. After some 
months the boy helped himself to the contents of the 
innkeeper’s till one night and came to America. 

Working usually with a pal, the young burglar robbed 
ihany houses in different cities and also a number of 
‘gountry places. He seemed to have a fondness for 
burglarizing the suburban or country homes of rich 
families. He had served seven years in prison for 
some of his burglaries when, late in the summer of 
19068, an old pal suggested “a trip to the country.” 
That meant, of course, another excursion in burglary. 

“I agreed to go along,” writes the ex-burelar. “With- 
out giving details, it is sufficient to gay that the job 
was successful and profitable. At last I could take a 


_. good rest and forget about my worries.” 


The burglar. sick of the city, packed up his few 
belongings and went to a small town in Putnam 
County, N. Y., about 70 miles out. He put up at a 
boarding house kept by a motherly woman who took 
a deep interest in the physical and social welfare of 
ber guests. At the e table sat a young woman to 
whom the landlady tatroduced the burglar. 

Even a.burglar can Yall in love. This burglar did 
so. The girl was called away by the illness of her sis- 
ter. From what she had told him of her home life, he 
concluded that she was an obedient daughter and a 
loving sister. He went back to New York. The day 
after his arrival a letter came from the girl, who told 
him of her sister's death. During the next few days 
the burglar did some hard thinking. He began to re- 
slize a new object in life. One more big haul, he 
thought, would square up his account with society: 
also, it would make it possible for him to start mar- 
ried life. After that he would quit the game forever 
and go straight. 

So the burglar drew for himself a mental picture of 
& happy home, and tried to think out some way of in- 

They exchanged 
He wrote ber of his plans for the home 
to make for her, though at that time he 
not reveal to her his mode of life. 

burglar picked up a Sunday newspaper and 
account of the fine villa which had been built 
k Twain in the country. The paper said that 
famous author had moved “all his earthly pos- 
sessions” up there. Those earthly possessions appealed 
Srongly to the burglar. Robbing country places of 
rich persons was in his line. He and his old pal got 

together. His pal, like himself, was broke. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 17, 1908, the two burglars 
boarded a train for Redding, Conn. It was dark when 
they reached the station. They walked along a coun- 
ty road until] they saw the bright lights of a large 

on the top of a hill. Picking out a secluded place 

some bushes, they had a quiet smoke, waiting 
for the Clemens family to go to bed. One by one 
the lights were extinguished. 

The pal found a kitchen window open. He climbed 
i, then went and opened the great French doors lead- 
img out from the dining room onto the wide veranda. 

"Il entered by the front door, like a gentleman,”

Before removing 
the big sideboard the 
Mark Twain burglar 
had found it advis- 
able to remove a 
brass bowl which 
stood as an orna- 
ment on top of the 
piece of furniture 
This he did without 
his partner's knowl- 
edge, placing it 
noiselesasly on the 
floor. When they re-entered the room after carrying 
off the sideboard his partner stumbled and fell heavily 
@ ver the brass bow! 

In the stillness of the night it seemed to the burg- 
lars as if an earthquake had struck the house. “Such 
a noise that rolling brass thing made!” Presently a 
woman in bathrobe and slippers appeared at the head 
of.the stairs and softly called “Hello!” It was Mark 
Twain's social] secretary, Miss Lyons, the burglars 
learned later. “A moment we hesitated; then we 
turned and silently and swiftly left the house.” 

The two U@rglars picked up the bag of silverware 
and carried it to Bethel, seven miles away. By the 
time they got there a Deputy Sheriff had organized a 
posse of farmers and started in purusit. At 7 a. mF 
the burglars boarded a train for New York. As the 
train pulled into the Redding station a dozen men, 
armed with pitchforks. shotguns, clubs and other 
weapons, got aboard. The culprits were in the smok- 
ing car. The Mark Twain burglar’s pal ran to the 
platform and jumped off the train, which had begun to 
move swiftly out of Redding. Shots were fired at him, 
but he was not hit. The entire posse then turned upon 
the remaining fugitive, who writes: 

“An automatic pistol was shoved in front of my 
face and | was commanded to surrender. Instead of 
obeying the command, I pulled out my own revolver 
and began to blaze away at the ceiling of the car 
to cause a panic if possible. -I did not want to kill 
anyone, and they did not want to kil] me.” 

The burglar says a free-for-all fight ensued, he was 
struck with a blackjack, he fell to the floor, his gun 
was discharged, he became unconscious. The bullet, 
it seems, entered the flesh of the Sheriff's thigh. When 
the burglar regained his senses he found himself lying 
on the railroad track. handcuffed, with the. enraged 
Sheriff choking and striking him. Then severa)] by- 
standers, he says, jumped at him, raining further blows 
on head and body. He was dragged back to the sta- 
tion, where he found that his pal had been captured

riage and taken to the town hall at 
Redding Center for preliminary 
examination 


“After we had been seated in the 
dingy room which served as the 
courtroom.” writes the ex-burg- 
lar, “a carriage in which were 
Mark Twain, bis daughter, Miss 
Clara Clemens, and Miss Lyons. 
his secretary, drew up before the 
building. The party entered, and. 
passing close by, the humorist, 
dressed in his famous white 
clothes, turned upon me and de- 
livered a scathing verbal castiga- 

tion and lecture on morality, ending by denounc- 
ing me as ‘a disgrace to the human race. Ap- 
parently satisfied with the mental punishment which 
he had inflicted upon me, he took a seat alongside 
the Justice of the Peace.”’ 

The burglars were tried at Danbury. “The most 
noticeable and distinguished person in the room, nat- 
urally, was neither the Judge nor the Sheriff, but the 
humorist, Mark Twain. wearing a dark suit instead of 
his customary light-colored clothes for this serious 
occasion.” 

Ten years in the Connecticut State Prison at Weth- 
ersfield was this man’s sentence. 

The burglar entered the prison in November, 1908. 
and was discharged Oct. 21, 1916, serving out his sen- 
tence with time off for good behavior. He was 35 
years old, wore a cheap suit of prison clothes and a 
pair of prison brogans, had 4 cents in his pocket and a 
set of Paine’s biography of Mark Twain under his 
arm. He writes: “My most valuable possession was 
the determination to go straight and stay straight. 
even though I realized the handicaps ! faced.” This 
determination had developed because of what he calls 
“the human touch” experienced in the prison—kind 
treatment by outsiders who were working in behalf of 
convicts. 

These men helped him to get a start after his re- 
lease; Mark Twain's daughter helped still more, and 
then he set about finding Alice, the girl of the un- 
forgotten happy summer days of long ago. He had 
dropped out of her life suddenly, breaking off: the 
correspondence when he was captured after the Mark 
Twain burglary. By lucky chance he found her at a 
Sunday concert, learned that she had married, that 
her busband drank and gambled and after two years 
of wedded life had died. The ex-burglar told her 
all about his career, declared that he still loved ber 
and proposed marriage. They spent their honeymoon 
at the boarding house where first they met, greeted 
by the same motherly landlady.

OV 2 £Seventeenth day in lifeboat. 
“Sparks’” log. 

The temptation to drink salt water 
was too great for some of us. Before 
daylight today the chief engineer, Eddie 
Howell, and the second assistant. George 
Olsen, lost aH reason and succumbed to 

the lure of the masses of water about us. Olsen, know- 
ing that it would mean his death, swallowed nine cups 
of brine. Howell used a little discretion. but drank 
too much. By dawn Olsen was raving. We looked for 
his end any hour. Howell's eyes became glassy, but his 
reason remained with him. 

We received our last sea biscuit today. buat cared 
little. It was not hunger that troubled us, but the ter- 
rible thirst. For four days we have had no water 
whatever. Our throats burn like fire and our tongues 
are swollen. It had become difficult for us to talk, 
so we wasted no effort on conversation. The sea 
stretched out in glassy calmness. We lowered ourselves 
over. the side omce a day, soaking our clothes and 
bodies. This sapped a great deal of our strength, bat 
the moisture absorbed through our pores more than 
made up for it. 

After Olsen became delirious two other men lost 
their reason in quick succession. Frankie Bollin, the 
young deck boy, had been ill throughout the trip and it 
was miraculous how he had kept life in his thin little 
body through the 17 terrible days in the lifeboat. He 
began to rave today. The other one to go was Ernie 
Heddinger, a seaman He was a young man, too, 
but of average strength. He raved loudly and thrashed 
about, glass-eyed. Unnoticed, he got hold of a hand 
ax and tried to split his own head open. Curley Wei- 
gant, a sailor, stopped him. 

“T have a nail in my head,” screamed poor Ernie. 
“Let me chop it out. I must chop fk out.” 

Olsen's strength ebbed rapidly. Before noon he lay 
out stiff and cold in the stern of the boat. We stripped 
off his dungarees and jumpers. for we needed them. 
and after a short prayer the corpse sank beneath the 
shimmering surface of the Pacific. 

In a few bours Frankie Bollin joined him, and then 
Ernie Heddinger. 3 

Three men died in one day. It was inevitable that 
others would follow. No water, no food We began 
to ask whether any of us would survive. But no, we 
must keep up hope until the last breath. Old, seasoned 
salts who had not prayed since their childhood are now 
bowing their heads and asking God to give us a speedy 
deliverance. 

Nov. 4. Nimeteenth day im lifeboat. “Sparks” log. 

Our condition had become ghastly. Pete Wieland. a 
fireman, had turned delirious and several others were 
om the verge of insanity. Christensen. the little Danish 
Steward, suffered terrible agony. His fair shoulders 
bad been blistered by the heat of the tropical sun and 
irritated by the salt water until great pus bags had 
formed on them. His face was drawn with pain, and he 
could scarcely utter a word. He suffered im silence. 
Jim Kane, messman, Antonio Orque and H. Jennings, 
able seaman, al! ‘and were buried overboard to- 
day. Jennings fine old English salt who had de- 
voted all of his life to the sea. He had taken his 12 
year-old son, Stafford, with him on the Dumaru trip. 
Now this boy had had to sit and watch his father in 
frenzied ravings, helpless to aid him in the death agony 
that ended the old sailor's life. 

Eddie Howell, who had hastened his death by drink- 
img Sea water, realized that he could not live long. He 
was still same today, but understood that at any mo- 
ment be might pass into delirium. Kaowing this, he 
voiced a thought that had been confronting us day and 
night. It was im every man’s mind but no one had 
Gared to speak of it. Eddie broke the silence and pro- 
posed that we use the body of the next man that died 
as food We knew it was our only salvation. 

A few hours after Eddie had spoken he himself be- 
came. delirious, and at evening was talking imsanely 
f Alaskan mountain springs, cool, fresh rivers and 
ugs of wine As with all the others who had died.

We had to keep a close 
guard over the poor fellow thereafter. 

Since the sharks had ceased following our boat 
great schools of dolphins had played around the craft 
day and night. After we had vainly attempted to catch 
them with an improvised hook and line, Mackey and 
Big Karl Linns had made a gaff from a bailing pump 
red. They scraped the point with a jack knife. On the 
evening of this day the Taff proved successful. Big 
Karl leaned over the side of the boat, watching. Sud- 
denly a dolphin would dart out from below the craft 
and Big Karl would hook at it. Miss after miss, and 
still the Russian continued patiently. At last we saw 
a flash of blue, and he swung a struggling 30-pounder 
inte the lifeboat. Two Filipinos made a dive for the 
fish as it struck the floor, and buried their teeth in it, 
like a pair of hungry dogs. 

Forcing the “gooks” away, we hit the dolphin over 

the head and congratulated the big Russian on his suc- 
cess. 
After all had received a second portion of the human 
stew the remainder had been thrown overboard, and 
now we put the best part of the dolphin in the pot and 
cooked it in brine. When the boiling was done we 
found that the cooked fish was too dry and salty to eat. 
We had to throw it overboard. 

Meanwhile, Mackey had tried his hand at the gaff. 
He, too, was finally successful, and a fair-sized dolphin 
came into the boat. We had learned a lesson from the 
first fish. The juicy meat of the second dolphin was 
cut into equal parts and eaten raw. Under ordinary 
circumstances raw fish is not very appetizing, but to us 
it was exquisite, and the blood of the dolphin served 
as aefair substitute for water. 

Nov. 6. Twenty-first day in lifeboat. “Sparks” loz. 

Poor Pete Wieland’s crazy brain told him that we 
were taking life away from him when we refused to 
take the sail down for a landing on his visionary is- 
land. He became sullen and morose and moaned to 
himself constantly: “They won't land. They won't 
land. We will die. We will die ... die .. 
die.” He passed away with these words in his mouth. 
Pete had lived a hard life, though still young. He had 


been the leader of one of the toughest gangs in Port- 


land, Ore.. for several years. Put he was a splendid 
fellow and we hated to lose him. 

Soon after Pete's death the first suicide occurred. 
Christensen, the little steward, had suffered inconceiv- 
able pain from his infected shoulders. The breaking 
point came. Sitting on a gunwale, unnoticed by his 
shipmates, he auddeniy threw himself over backwards 
into the sea. He drifted rapidly astern and sank be- 
neath the smooth surface. : 

I envied Christensen. Yet I had the same oppor- 
tunity to end my suffering. But while there was life 
there was hope. It seemed easier to die than to live. 
| bad marked that when a shipmate gave up hope he 
soon passed into a state of delirium, with death foil- 
lowing fast. And it was hard to keep up hope in our 
terrible situation. But by the help of God and of ship- 
mates like Mackey, who refused to let me lie down and 
die, I held onto my will power, and hoped—knew—that 
l. would be saved. 

Toward evening we began again thé task of distilling 
fresh water. The fuel supply had reached a low mark. 
Only several oars remained and three signa! torches 
We could not use any more life preservers without in- 
suring our death should we drift to the Philippine shore. 
with its heavy surf. Several pairs of shoes were 
burned, and they gave a slow, hot fire. We condensed 
enough steam this time to give each man a tablespoon- 
ful of fresh water. Every drop was a unit of energy 
to us. 

Dusk had fallen when Big Kar! again tried his hand 
at gaffing dolphins and again was successful. We 
feasted on a 20-pound fish and thanked God. 

George the Greek had been growing violent as his 
insanity progressed. About midnight he got hold of a 
buge jack knife that we kept in a canvas bag under a 
thwart. The knife, belonging to Big Karl, had proved 
serviceable in cutting up Eddie Howell, the fuel kind- 
lings and the dolphins. George got it, intending a mag- 
nificent massacre of his shipmates. He had scarce- 
ly made a move, however, before he was jumped on 
by several of his intended victims. In a moment he 
was bound to a thwart, eyes blazing with insane fury. 
It was the first case of dangerous violence we had to 
“deal with. 


Nov. 7. Twenty-second day in lifeboat. “Sparks’ ™ log. 


Four men died today. George the Greek weakened 
so rapidly that we soon released him. It was not long 
before he was stiff and cold.“ T. Wood, a fireman, went, 
and Harold Sampson, an 18-year-old messman He 
had seemed stronger than his elder brother, who sat 
beside him in the boat, but suddenly he lapsed into a 
stupor, and*in an hour was dead. His brother fras- 
tically called to him to wake up. 

The fine old seaman, Jim Ferriter, had tried to cheer 
ap his mates throughout the long days of agony. Many 
times we had strained our eyes hopefully, thinking 
that a formation of clouds on the horizon was land. 
Nearly all that died had seen beautiful green hills 
ahead. But not Jim Ferriter. Strong and brave. he 
had made a sworn vow that he would not pronounce 
the magic word “land” until he had seen real land and 
not an apparition. Today, when the sun was at the 
peak of the heavens, Jim Ferriter stood his turn on 
watch at the bow of the boat. A few clouds drifted 
across the blue sky. The hardened old A. B. seaman’s 


ping Board’s wooden ship, Dumaru, in the 

fali of 1918 and the horrors suffered by 32 
survivors in a lifeboat, told of the explosion of 
the ship’s cargo of powder and TNT by lightning; 
efforts of the survivors to reach Guam, near 
which island the catastrophe took place; their 
final decision to try to drift 1400 miles to the 
Philippine Island; rationing of the scant store 
of food and water until both were exhausted al- 
together; savage fights between some of the sail- 
ors and the first death, that of the negro cook, 
who had been raving mad for days. The account 
is compiled from logs written after rescue, on 
the twenty-fourth day, by F. J. Harmon, first 
assistant engineer of the Dumaru, and Theron 
Bean, a youth of 18, who is known as “Sparks” 
because he was the ship's wireless operator. 


HE first three installments of this. the 
first account of the destruction of the Ship- 


hawklike eyes were fixed on the horizon dead ahead. 
Suddenly he called: 
*“‘It's ours at last, boys! There's land ahead'” - 

We struggled eagerly to our feet and stared. And it 
did appear that there was a mountainous coast far 
away on the western horizon. Could it be possible? 
Jim had sworn he never would see land until it was 
there. 

In an hour the “land” had drifted along the horizon, 
broken into two parts, one of whieh. was waf.ed up- 
ward. To us it was a customary disappointment. Cloud 
banks had deluded us before. But Jim had believed 
with all his soul that he was right. A tremendous 
change came over the hardened seafarer. With mouth 
drooping and eyes glazed he sat despondently in the 
bow. In a few hours he fell into a ttupor, and before 
the end of the day we had delivered him to the ever 
open arms of Davy Jones. 


Nov. 8 Twenty-third day in Hfeboat. “Sparks’” log. 


Not only did hunger and thirst torment us, but by 
now our bodies were covered with tropical ulcers (salt 
water boils) from the chafing of our brine-soaked 
clothes on our skin. Fortunately, one of the men had 
a pocket safety razor in his trousers when the Dumaru 
was lost. We used the blades to cut out the infected 
parts and prevent the ulcers from spreading. Sun- 
burned shoulders did not trouble us now; they - had 
tanned a deep brown. For some reason our finger 
nails had turned a deep brown, too (afterwards this 
discoloration disappeared in several months). Our 
faces were hideous, the bones standing out in bojd re- 
lief, the eyes sunken and glazed, the lips blackened and 
cracked. 

Today everybody remained sane until evening, 
though the lure of the sea water had taken us all, more 
or less. We drank as much as two cups a day, and 
after each draft our parched throats burned more 
fearfully than before. Late in the afternoon Pedro 
Lopez, or Honolulu Pete, iost his self-control and 
drank cup after cup of the brine. It was the old story; 
by dusk he was dead. We de-ided to use his body as 
we had used Eddie Howell's. 

This time we felt no qualms. it was fast getting 
dark. The head was severed from the body, as we 
could not find the jugular vein in the gathering dusk 
There was little meat on poor Pete's body. Like the 
rest of us, he had withéred to s‘in-and bones. As it 
grew darker we chopped awkwardly at the corpse with 
a hand ax, and somehow managed to get enough meat 
for a stew. For fuel we had-to cut away the thwarts 
and the gunwales. The "mea strengthened us. Ole 
Heikland, who had been very weak, braced up after 
he had eaten and regained some spirit. Mackey got 
hold of the kanaka’s severed head and tried to open the 
skull with a hand ax. He wanted to eat the brains. It 
was a jard task, as the thick skull] refused to crack 
under hard blows and Mackey decided to wait until 
morning. During the night, while I lay on my back 
in the bottom of the lifeboat, | was startled by the sight 
of two glassy eyes staring at me in the moonlight. The 
head lay a foot from my face I tried to throw the 
ghastly thing overboard, but Mackey stopped me. He 
was determined to get at the brains at dawn. Al! night 
long the severed head roiled close to my face. Kick it 
away, as | did, it returned constantly, with its great, 
glassy eyes staring into mine. 

The naval officer, Lieut. Holmes, had talked to me 
considerably through the frightful days. I saw that 
his confidence was waning. He was the only shipmate 
who shrank from the butchering of Honolulu Pete. 


-He drank the broth though. At midnight he confided 


to me that he could not last much longer. He handed 
me his watch, saying that if I lived and he did not I 
should give it to his wife, who was then in Manila. and 
repem@t to her a message that he gave me. I! suspected 
nothing unusual. An hour later ! took my turn as look- 
out in the bow. In a few minutes I heard a spiash at 
the stern and.a hoarse whisper: “There goes Holmes.” 
I then realized that he had planned suicide when he 
gave me the watch and the message for bis wife. He 
was of a sensitive mature. The terrible suffering and 
the buman food were too much for him.

There she was, sitting at a table with some guests. 
drinking coffee. That was her custom, travelers who 
had frequented the restaurant told me. And over a cup 
of coffee she would tell her name—Sophie—and that 
she was an aristocrat, a species now not countenanced 
in Russia. To one she had mentioned a son, 14 years 
old, at school back home Yes, she hoped to return 
some cay. 

That evening she drank coffee with me. but told me 
no more. So I was left musing the mystery in that 
curiously cosmopolitan resort. The Muscovite is housed 
in a building Russian in its style of architecture. By 
midnight the place is noisy with jazz and life seems 
to move furiously. Rush hour begins at about 11 and 
brings on more of the former Russian nobility as wait- 
ers and hostesses 

The latter wear semi-evening dress and. if you are 
without a partner, will dance with you ciladiy and join 
vou at your table later. Ther are gracious companions 
and they seem to have grown accustomed to this man- 
ner of living. so different from the traditions of their 
birth. Yet you wonder—what is the story each of these 
delicately nurtured and once privileged women has to 
tell? What. especially. of THE Princess’ That seemed 
the particular mystery. 

My first sight of the city was from the Golden Horn. 
where the ship anchors. It lay before me. serene, 
bathed in the sun, its domes an? minarets gelistening.

At the close of legal arguments Mr. Justice McCardie 
remarked: “I am not going to give judgment now, 
because I think the time has come when the burdens 
of husbands and the rights of shopkeepers should be 
definitely stated. and I shall consider my judgment 
and state the law to the best of my ability with the 
utmost clearness.” 

After taking the case under advisement for some 
time the Judge handed down his opinion to the effect 
that where an allowance was accompanied by an ex- 
press prohibition by the husband thfat the wife was 
not to pledge his credit. or where a husband made her 
a fixed allowance, the wife's authority to pledge her 
husband's credit did not exist. After dealing with 
several decisions on that point, the Judge added that 
in his opinion, even if the allowance was not agreed, 
if it was fixed in amount and clearly announced to the 
wife it deprived her of any agency to pledge her hus- 
band’s credit. In this case the Earl of Cathcart paid 
the fixed monthly allowance of his wife with unfailing 
reguiarity. It was for the husband, and not for the 
wife, nor for a jury, to fix the scale and standard of 
their domestic life. 

That matter, Mr. Justice McCardie pointed out, had 
been fixed very pointedly in Bacon's Abridgment, an 
old law book, wherein it was stated that “it is clear 
that a husband is obliged to maintain his wife, and 
may, by law, be compelled to find her necessaries, as 
meat, drink and clothes. physic. etc., suitable to her 
husband's degree. but it seems also to be settled that 
the wife is not to be her own carver.” 

After citing Addison on Contracts to the effect that 
“the wife has no implied authority to run into extrava- 
gance,”” the Judge proceeded: 

“IT am not satisfied that the eight gowns in question 


were necessary for the social needs of the Countess... 


She was already in possession of enough dresses to 
meet her proper requirements. Her husband lived, 
and wished her to live, quietly and within his income. 
His wife desired, as her conduct showed, to live with 
reckless extravagance. * * * Economy may be re- 
quired for a Countess as fully as for those who are 
bumble in the social scale. Her allowance, in fact, 
was more than adequate. It was generous, for, to a 
large extent, it came from the husband's capital. 

“IT am not satisfied that the plaintiff gave credit ‘« 
the defendant and not to his wife. It is plain that te 
defendant never ratified or sanctioned in any way tle 
conduct of his wife. On the contrary, he at once re- 
pudiated her acts. * * * 

“In my view the standards of the Countess gnd ber 
associates are false. Extravagance is not the mark of 
a gentlewoman. Profusion is not a necessity of hon- 
orabie rank. Simplicity is an essential featur: of 
useful and beneficent female citizenship,” continued 
this bachelor Knight and Judge. “I fail to see «ir- 
cumstances which would justify fifty or sixty exj»msive 
dresses in the course of a year. Prodigality is a fenti- 
nine fault. It is not a feminine merit. 

“Extravagance is hot to be commended in times when 
the stress of-life is ever growing, when the social 
structure is being tested, and when the standard of a 
simple and laborious life is cogently needed for the 
national welfare. 

“Finally, I wish to say that the plaintiff, a widely 
known and most successful firm of dressmakers, took 
the risk that the Countess had no authority, and they 
did not apply to the Earl for information. I agree that 
it might be a delicate thing to apply to 2a husband 
when his wife seems to pledge his credit. Be it so. 
1 need only point out that business delicacy may lead 
to business loss. This is a case where loss occurred 
I give judgment for the Earl, with costs.”

According to Prof. Andrew C. Lawson, 
noted deismic expert, the movement of 
the earth is a great factor.

Unequal distribution of mass on the 
earth, due to erosion and to the accumu- 
lation of polar ice, causes the terrestrial 
sphere to wobble on its axis like an en- 
gine flywheel that is heavier on one side. 
This causes a shifting of the. moltem in- 
terfjor and a strain in the crust of the 
earth, which tends to crack at its weakest 
point. And this weak point is within the

The “detector” did it. The delicate piece of ma- 
chinery was attached to a destroyer or was placed on 
a buoy that trailed along behind. The purpose of the 
buoy was to get the detector off the craft itself, to 
free it from the effect of the vibrations of the de- 
stroyer'’s engines. 

The detector transmitted damning messages to alert 
naval officers on board ship. They could tell which 
dizection the submarine was moving, about how fast 
it/was running, whether its surface or underwater en- 
gines were going and how large a craft it was. 

Phonograph records of the submarine’s vibrations 
were made and “The U-Boats’ Trail” became one of the 
favorite arias of the talking-machine fans on the gray 
fighting ships. Student listeners, by using these rec- 
ords, ddon were able to distinguish between the sounds 
made by a battleship and those made by a submarine.

Since American history began, California has been 
rocked by earthquakes. In August of 1868, a seaquake 
swept a war vessel half a mile inland and left it high 
and dry. Minor tremors followed almost yearly until 
1906, when the San Francisco disaster occurred. It 
was then that the earth split along -the San Andreas 
fault line. This fault, or crack, begins in the ocean 
bed a few miles off the California coast, south of Cape 
Mendocino, crosses San Francisco Bay, runs through 
the city and up the peninsula to San Juan, a distance 
of 270 miles. 

An earthquake is an uncanny affair. It begins with 
a confused murmuring sound of a strange and weird 
charactcr. Loose objects tremble. The sound in- 
creases to a roar and the shaking is ruder, as if the 
earth were being hit with a gigantic hammer. The 
floor heaves, cliffmneys crash and the foundations un- 
dulate. The swing becomes longer and the walls 
crack. The motion loses its regularity and takes on 
a writhing. or “figure &,’ motion, which is most de- 
structive. It twists buildings from their foundations 
and trees are uprooted. The ground cracks and closes 
up again, squirting sand into the air.

To understand what this treatment is, it may be well. in order 

avoid any coufusion, to state first what it is not. 

“Auto-suggestion” is not a religion. [It differs from Christian 
. Science in that it does not close its eyes to realities; it does not try 
& persuade the sufferer that he is not suffering; it recognizes that 
@isease and pain are very real and cannot be got rid of by denying 
ther existence. It differs from “New Thought” in that it denies 
that suffering can be alleviated merely by the-exercise of the will or 
that suggestion can set in motion transcendental laws outside man’s 
watzre. 

Nor is it an effort to supplant the physician and surgeon. It 1s 
@n aid to the latter. M. Cove himself, if he had pneumonia or a 
broken leg, would call im a doctor, or if he had a decayed tooth 
would place himself in the hands of a dentist. 

The use of suggestion and auto-suggestion is based upon the new 
psychology, which gives to that part of the mind which is uncon- 
scious greater importance than that part which is conscious. That 
We have an unconscious as well as a conscious mind must be evi- 
dent to all after a few moments of reflection. Wecan breathe, for 
example, consciously, expanding and contracting our lungs at will, 
but habitually we don’t: we raise and lower our ribs, exhaling and 
inhaling quite unconsciously. We can walk consciously, directitig 
the movements of our legs and feet with our will. but this we do 
Only rarely: we think about something else while we are walking. 
leaving to our unconscious mind the direction of our limbs. 

Psychologists assert that the influence of this unconscious mind 
upon the body is much greater than we nave imagined. 

Cove and his school teach us how to modify the subconscious, 
how to drive from it the pessimism, the sadness, the scepticism, the 
evil, that we by lifetimes of habit have installed within it and to 
substitute for them optimism, joy, faith, ideas of health, success. 
g00dness, in such quantities that there will be no room for their 
Opposites. 

How this is done. let a disciple of Coue tell you in his own words 
Charies Baudouin, professor at the Jean Jacques Rousseau Insti- 
tute, has published a profound study of the subject, but this is for 
psychologists: C. Harry Brooks, in “The Practice of Auto-Sug- 
gestion by the Method of Emile Coue” (Dodd, Mead & Co,, 1922) 

it in a simple way that everybody can understand, and 
the following extracts are from his book: 

“If we consistently think of happiness we become happy; if we 
think of health we become healthy: if we thimk ef ggedness we be- 
Come good. Whatever thought we continually think, provided it 
is reasonable, tends to became an actual con@itien of our ife”~ 


“need merely think the end—a head free from pain, a good memory, 
a mode of life in which his bad habit has no part, and these states 
gradually evolve without his being aware of the operation per- 
formed by the unconscious.” 

But if each individual difficulty required a special treatment of 
its own the practice of auto-suggestion would form a considerable 
part of our waking life, so Coue has suggested “a general formula 
which sets before the mind the idea of a general improvement in 
every respect. mental, physical and moral. In the original French 
this formula runs as follows: “Tous les jours. a tous points de vue,

“Take a piece of string and tie in it 3 kuets 
you can count with a minimum expenditure of atf®ation, as a é- 
vout Catholic counts his prayers upon a vy. The number 20 
has mo intrinsic virtue; it is adopted merely as a suitable round 
number. On getting into bed, close the eyes, relax the muscles, 
amd take up a comfortable position. These are no more than 
the ordinary preliminaries of slumber. Now repeat 20 times, count- 
ing by means of the knots, the general formula: ‘Day by day, im 
every way, I'm getting better and better.’ 

“The words should be uttered aloud: that is, loud enough to be 
audible to your own ears. In this way the idea is reinforced by 
the movements of lips and tongue and by the auditory impressions 
conveyed through the ear. Say it simply. without effort, like a 
child absently murmuring a nursery rhyme. Thus you avoid an ap- 
peal to the critical faculties of the conscious, which would lessen 
the outcropping. When you have got used to this exercise and can 
say it quite ‘unselfconsciously,’ begin to let your voice rise or fall— 
it does not matter which—on the phrase ‘in every way.’ This is 
perhaps the most important part of the formula, and is thus given 
a gentle emphasis. 

“The sovereign rule is to make no effort. and if this is observed 
you will intuitively fall into the right attitude. 

“Say it with faith' You can rob induced aut6-suggestion of its 
power only in one way—by believing that it is powerless. If you 
believe this, it becomes ipso facto powerless for you. The greater 
your faith the more radical and more rapid will be your results. 

“Tf you are suffering from any severe pain, such as toothache 
or headache. sit down, close your eves and assure yourself calmly 
that you are going to get rid of it. Now gently stroke with 
your hand the affected part, and repeat at the same time, as fast 
as you can, producing a continuous stream of sound, the words, 
‘It’s going. going, going Gone!’ Keep it up for about a 
minute, pausing only to take a deep breath when necessary, and 
using the word ‘Gone’ only at the conclusion of the whole proceed- 
ing. At the end of this time the pain will either have entirely 
ceased or at least partially abated. If the pain has ceased suggest 
that it will not return, ff it has only diminished suggest that it will 
shortly pass away altogether. Now return to whatever employment 
you were engaged in when the pain began. Let other interests oc- 
cupy your attention. If im a reasonable time, say half an hour, the 
pain still troubles you, isolate yourself again: suggest once more 
that you are goimg to master it. and repeat the procedure. 

“The same procedure is equally effective with distressing states 
of mind, worry, fear, despondency. In such cases, the stroking 
movement of the hand should be applied to the forehead.”
